While 
a glass  reveals  what  may  be  evidence  of  obverse  cabinet  friction,  this  piece 
looks  as  nice  to  us  as  it  did  to  Hillyer  Ryder  when  he  purchased  it  at  Elder's

below  5 of  50  C.  Like  the  last  three,  ex  Raymond. 

590  1837.  Reeded  edge;  50  CENTS  on  reverse.  A special,  proof-like  impression  struck 

upon  a broad  flan,  fully  1 mm  larger  than  that  regularly  found.  The  beading 
or  milling  "spread"  partly  upon  the  obverse  and  completely  so  upon  the 

reverse,  as  if  little  restraint  was  placed  upon  the  planchet  by  a collar. 

Exceptionally  well  struck,  each  detail  in  full  sharpness.  Fully  brilliant,  but  the 
field,  mainly  upon  the  reverse,  showing  a few  tiny  granular  marks  and 
picayune  indications  of  handling.  An  interesting  item,  possibly  a presentation 
strike  of  the  new  Gobrecht  design,  as  first  intended  for  circulation.  From  the 
B.  G.  Johnson  estate  some  years  ago,  later  the  Ralph  J.  Lathrop  coll.  Plate 

591  1837.  Regular  issue.  Lustrous  Uncirculated  with  full  frost;  subtly  toned.  A beau- 

tiful bold  strike,  although  the  reverse  die  broken.  Exceptionally  choice,  regard- 
less of  a minute  reverse  border  flaw  opposite  the  last  A in  AMERICA.  Ex  Ryder, 
Raymond. 

592  1838.  HALF  DOL.  on  reverse.  Choice  Uncirculated  with  desirable  gold  and 

turquoise  iridescence.  Broken  rev.  die.  From  the  E.  W.  Ropes  second  coll., 
sold  Feb.  28,  1899;  Ryder,  Raymond  colls. 

593  1839.  Draped  bust  I.  Select  Uncirculated;  faint  gold,  pronounced  turquoise  tone. 

Sharp  and  nice,  but  showing  a few  "bag  marks"  of  little  importance,  mostly 
about  the  obverse  rim.  Lists  at  $22.50  in  both  books. 

594  1839.  Liberty  seated  type.  Drapery  from  elbow;  small  letters  in  reverse  legend, 

distant  from  border.  Partly  bright,  but  not  quite  perfect  Uncirculated.  Slight 
obverse  rubbing  on  Liberty's  hair,  breasts  and  right  thigh;  feathers  on  eagle's 
r.  leg  and  top  shaft  of  arrow  not  struck  up.  Much  lustre,  some  tone;  ever  so 
lightly  abraded  upon  the  obverse  rim.  Well  worth  $22.50. 

595  1840.  Small  reverse  letters.  40  of  date  clearly  re-engraved.  Brilliant  Unc. 

Liberty's  hair  weak,  rest  of  coin  bold.  Faint  rubbing  upon  the  obverse  high 
spots  visible  with  a glass,  a few  really  nominal  signs  of  contact  with  other 
coins.  Worth  close  to  $25.00. 

596  1845  "O".  Clearly  double-cut'  dote,  each  of  the  four  numerals  first  die-punched 

to  the  I.  A magnificent  proof-like  piece,  perfectly  struck,  with  delightful 
rainbow  tone  and  tarnish.  If  this  lot  were  in  our  stock,  we  would  ask  $50.  for 
it,  and  not  be  unhappy  should  it  remain  unsold.  Unquestionably  RRR! 

597  1851.  A cleaned  Uncirculated  coin  with  minute,  almost  microscopic  abrasion 

marks.  Really  rare  in  any  condition  approximating  Mint  State,  this  date  con- 
servatively lists  at  $35.  in  both  books. 

598  1852.  "Gem"  Uncirculated.  A truly  splendid  impression  with  full  original  bloom, 

some  iridescent  tone  on  the  lower  half  of  the  obverse.  While  a "condition 
crank"  might  find  a tiny  handling  nick  upon  this  piece  with  a good  glass,  we 
would  like  to  see  a superior  specimen.  Very  rare. 

599  Duplicate  rare  1852.  Brilliant  Uncirculated  with  traces  of  gold  patination.  Just 

about  equal  in  quality  to  the  last,  and  of  similar  importance  and  value.  Std. 
Catalogue  at  $75.00. 
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A limited  number  of  1852  half  dollars  was  issued,  the  total  amount  being  only  77,130 
pieces.  Many  of  these  were  melted  in  the  months  after  July,  1853,  as  worth  in  excess  of 
face  value.  As  early  as  1861,  the  rarity  of  the  silver  halves  made  just  before  the  reduction 
in  weight  was  known,  an  1852  selling  for  $1.35  when  a 1794  went  begging  for  $1.25. 
W.  C.  Prime  in  his  "Coins,  Medals,  and  Seals,"  published  by  Harper  Bros,  at  the  start  of 
the  Civil  War,  said  of  the  1851  and  '52  halves  on  p.  222 — "1851  is  quite  scarce — worth 
$1  to  $2;  and  1852  is  almost  equally  rare."  Of  course,  the  coinage  figures  for  1851  and 
1852  qualify  Prime's  statement  somewhat,  the  '51  (with  200,750  coined)  being  about  half 
as  rare  as  the  latter  year,  as  evidenced  by  the  pricing  in  the  Raymond  reference.  In  any 
event,  both  half  dollar  dates  are  still  underrated,  particularly  in  Mint  State.

600  1855.  Beautiful  lilac-gray  Proof.  Small  granular  spot  upon  the  reverse  side  of 

the  planchet  as  made,  located  in  the  field  just  above  F of  HALF  and  D of 
DOLLAR.

601  1856.  Partly  brilliant,  partly  tarnished  Proof.  A very  sharp  impression  from  the 

dies,  displaying  two  or  three  unimportant  manufacturing  flaws  and  the  most 
picayune  suggestions  of  early  cleaning,  visible  only  with  a strong  glass.  Many 
times  rarer  and  more  important  than  say,  the  1915  Barber  Half  Dollar  in 
proof,  of  which  not  only  many  more  were  struck  (perhaps  400-425  more), 
but  which  is  available  in  quantity  in  at  least  one  collector's  hoard.  Well  worth 
$300.,  the  Standard  Catalogue  valuation.  From  the  Ryder,  Raymond  colls., 
earlier  lot  1065  in  Elder's  50th  auction,  June  6,  1911. 

602  1856  "O".  Partially  re-cut  date;  the  figures  1,  5 and  6 incorrectly  punched  the 

first  time.  Choice  Uncirculated  with  attractive  gold,  magenta  and  blue  tone. 
The  only  noticeable  imperfection  an  abrasion  mark  upon  Liberty's  I.  thigh. 

A Rcsre  and  Valuable  Proof  Half  Dollar  of  1 857 

603  1857.  An  almost  fully  brilliant  Proof  showing  little  tarnish,  and  most  of  that  at 

the  I.  side  of  the  obverse.  While  undoubtedly  once  cleaned,  every  defect  we 
can  locate  upon  this  piece  was  apparently  there  when  it  left  the  Mint  a 
century  ago.  Only  slightly  less  important  than  the  '56  Proof  described  above, 
this  date  is  listed  in  the  Raymond  published  reference  at  $275.00.

coins.  Guidebook  at  $16.00.  2 Pcs. 

605  1862  and  1863.  Almost  fully  brilliant  Unc.  Much  lustre,  particularly  upon  the 

second.  The  '62  weak  at  eagle's  r.  leg  and  talon  and  nicked  slightly  on  the 
rev.  rim  above  TAT  of  STATES.  Guidebook  at  $17.,  the  Std.  Catalogue  some- 
what lower,  as  with  the  last.  2 Pcs. 

606  The  Rare  "Motto"  Half  Dollars.  1863.  Regular  dies,  but  with  motto  "IN  GOD 

WE  TRUST"  upon  the  reverse  as  adopted  in  1866.  Silver.  Adams  & Woodin 
371.  R-12.  Bold,  just  about  fully  bright,  glittering  Proof.  From  our  Thirty- 
Third  sale,  April  14th,  1951,  at  $75.  Of  extreme  rarity  and  interest,  and 
worth  at  least  $100.  today.  Plate 

607  1864.  As  last;  motto  "IN  GOD  WE  TRUST."  Silver.  A.  W.  436.  R-12.  Brilliant 

Proof.  Exceptionally  choice  and  desirable,  being  almost  as  perfect  as  the  day 
it  was  lifted  from  the  dies.  A wonderful  companion  piece  to  the  preceding, 
also  from  our  1951  offering.  RRR.  Plate 
The  1864  with  motto  is  distinctly  rarer  than  the  1863  or  1865  of  same  type,  and  will  be 
so  listed  in  the  forthcoming  standard  work  by  Dr.  Judd. 

608  1864.  Identical  to  the  second  described  above;  reverse  motto  "IN  GOD  WE 

TRUST."  Struck  in  Copper.  A.  W.  437.  R-10.  Light  red,  magenta  and  blue 
toned  Proof,  the  obverse  color  magnificent.  Ex  R.  J.  Lathrop  of  New  York  City. 
Valued  in  the  1955  J.  W.  Curtis  list  at  $35.,  although  with  higher  private 
records. 

The  motto  "In  God  We  Trust"  was  or;g;nol!y  adapted  by  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  Chase 
from  a suggestion  by  the  Rev.  M.  R.  Watkinson,  Ridleyville,  Pa.  Neither  of  the  three  coins 
herein  described,  particularly  the  silver  ones,  should  be  confused  with  the  much  commoner 
"God  Our  Trust"  patterns,  many  of  which  were  utilized  for  private  exploitation  and  profit 
by  erring  officials  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint  at  the  time  of  issue. 

609  1864  and  1866.  Normal  issues;  first  without,  second  with  motto.  Brilliant  Unc. 

The  '64  technically  scarcer  and  with  full  original  bloom,  last  has  unimportant 
traces  of  reverse  abrasion.  Now  hard  to  locate  in  Mint  State — Guidebook  at 
$9.  and  $15.  (the  1866  Motto  first  year  of  type  for  circulation).  2 Pcs. 

610  1866.  Motto.  Bright,  attractive  Proof.  Almost  in  full  brilliancy.  Popular;  catalogs 

at  $40.00. 
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61  1 1866  “S'1.  Without  motto;  last  year  of  type.  Obverse  F-VF,  reverse  Very  Fine. 

Microscopic  reverse  rim  nick.  Rare,  only  60,000  coined.  We  sold  the  Fine  to 
VF  example  in  our  T.  James  Clarke  sale  for  $45.,  twenty  months  ago. 

612  1867.  Single  line  of  drapery  at  elbow.  Brilliant,  almost  “gem"  Unc.  with  full 

lustre. 

613  1871.  From  all  appearances,  this  beautiful  piece  looks  like  an  over  cyanided 

proof.  In  any  event,  partial  wire  edges  or  not,  it  will  readily  pass  muster  for 
top-notch  Uncirculated. 

614  1874.  Arrows  at  date.  Choice,  generally  bright  Proof.  Tiny  reverse  granular 

mark  in  the  field  under  end  of  branch  as  made;  the  obverse  with  three  thin 
streaks  of  brown  tarnish.  Std.  Catalogue  at  $75.00. 

615  1877  “S“.  Type  II:  Pointed  berry  I.  of  claw  upon  rev.  Uncirculated  with  desirable 

iridescence.  Almost  completely  free  of  “bag  handling  indications."  Under- 
rated in  both  books,  this  piece  should  bring  $10.00! 

616  1879.  Brilliant,  lustrous  Unc.  Much  reflective,  proof-like  surface.  Very  scarce, 

as  but  4,800  impressions  were  regularly  issued.  Std.  Cat.  at  $23.50,  Guidebook 
$24.00. 

617  1880.  Proof.  Almost  fully  brilliant,  a few  thin  streaks  of  brown  and  blue  obverse 

tarnish  (not  unlike  that  on  the  '74  proof  above). 

618  1881.  Choice  Unc.  The  hair  on  Liberty's  head  hardly  cameo  sharp,  but  a nice 

coin  with  considerable  frost.  Rather  scarce  and  quite  popular  date. 

619  1882.  A brilliant  first-strike  or  “semi-proof."  Obtained  as  a Proof,  the  obverse 

appearing  unusually  deceptive.  Remarkably  clean  and  attractive  for  a Mint 
State  item.  Very  scarce,  the  coinage  for  circulation  a low  4,400  pieces. 

620  1887.  Bright,  “gem"  Uncirculated.  Weakly  struck  around  the  periphery  upon 

both  sides,  the  most  noticeable  weakness  at  the  upper  part  of  Liberty's  head. 
Also  very  scarce;  exactly  5,000  regulars  made. 

621  1888.  Delicately  toned  Unc.,  the  obverse  with  gold  and  purplish  patina.  Really 

choice  and  uncommonly  hard  to  locate  so. 

622  Another.  Brilliant  Uncirculated  with  complete  lustre.  Lightly  struck  at  Liberty's 

head  and  adjacent  stars,  like  the  last.  Very  faint,  hardly  noticeable  scratch  in 
the  I.  obverse  field.  Just  12,001  1888  halves  were  released  for  actual  use — 
compare  this  figure  with  the  numbers  made  of  many  modern  pieces  called 
“rare"  by  the  hucksters. 

623  1889.  Gorgeous,  subtly  tarnished  Proof.  Lightly  struck  up  at  IN  GOD  upon  the 

reverse  scroll,  evidently  from  a weakness  in  the  die.  Only  711  proofs  were 
struck  in  this  year,  while  886  were  made  of  the  over-rated,  artificially  “very 
rare"  1886. 

624  1890.  A perfect,  brilliant  Proof,  in  spite  of  a little  dark  obverse  tarnish.  The 

proof  emission  a low  590  pieces.  This  lot  could  bring  $55.  or  more. 

625  1891.  Last  year  of  the  Seated  Liberty  design.  Fully  bright  Unc.,  but  with 

numerous  tiny  bag  nicks  upon  either  side,  at  least  one  reverse  rim  nick. 

626  Barber's  Liberty  head  design.  1892.  An  almost  fully  brilliant  Proof  with  a small 

area  and  two  thin  streaks  of  brown-blue  tarnish  upon  the  obverse. 

627  Another.  This  Proof  equally  brilliant,  but  one  with  a reverse  displaying  a little 

golden  tone  and  some  light  fingermarking.  Catalogs  at  $37.50. 

628  1892  ''O''.  Medium  size  mintmark.  While  perhaps  still  Uncirculated,  this  mostly 

lustrous  coin  does  show  signs  of  light  rubbing  upon  a few  of  the  high  spots,  a 
little  evidence  of  obverse  handling,  and  a nick  or  tv/o  upon  the  reverse  rim. 
Somewhat  weak  as  usual  upon  the  reverse  at  the  eagle's  head  and  forepart 
of  the  I.  wing.

629  1893.  Proof.  Just  about  in  full  brilliancy;  streaks  of  brown-blue  obverse  tarnish. 

Like  lot  626  and  others  in  this  offering,  easily  cleaned  with  a little  effort. 
This  date  now  in  the  $50.  class. 

630  1893  ''S''.  Bright  Uncirculated  with  full  frost.  While  comparatively  clean  upon 

the  obverse,  this  fairly  well  struck  half  dollar  has  a short  series  of  small 
handling  nicks  or  digs  almost  entirely  in  the  lower  r.  reverse  field,  as  well  as 
several  abrasion  marks  upon  the  reverse  rim.  Still,  underrated  in  Mint  State; 
Stack's  famous  1954  “DuPont"  sale  only  had  a VF  one,  and  several  examples 
recently  offered  have  only  been  EF-AU. 

631  1894.  A nicely  toned,  lilac-gray  Proof.  Perhaps  cleaned  long  ago,  as  evidenced 

by  a faint  scratch-like  mark  in  the  I.  obverse  field.  Std.  Catalogue  at  $45.00. 

632  1894  “O".  Oddly  “milled"  borders.  Uncirculated  with  considerable  lustre,  but 

a bit  on  the  dull  and/or  rubbed  side.  Light  golden-orange  patina.  Since  we 
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feel  ourselves  conservative,  this  lot  should  definitely  be  examined.  We  sold 
Eliasberg's  similar  duplicate  for  $50.00. 

1894  "S".  Richly  toned  Unc.  A really  choice  and  desirable  impression,  in  spite 
of  a few  minute  and  hardly  noticeable  edge  nicks.  Guidebook  at  $60.00.,  Sto. 
Cat.  at  $65.00. 

1895  "S".  Mostly  brilliant  Unc.  The  obverse  sharply  struck  with  some  iridescent 
border  tone,  the  reverse  almost  proof-like  in  appearance.  While  Guidebook 
priced  at  $75.,  William  P.  Donlon's  brought  $67.50  over  a year  ago.  An 
inferior  specimen  realized  $62.50  in  our  Forty-Ninth  auction  last  June  13th. 

1896.  A brilliant,  just  about  perfect  Proof.  Some  brown-blue  obverse  tarnish, 
mostly  in  the  form  of  thin  streaks.  Catalogs  at  $52.50. 

The  Rare  1896  “S”  Half  Dollar 

1896  "S".  Bright  Uncirculated.  A frosty,  evenly  struck  beauty,  with  only  a very 
few  infinitesimal  marks  from  contact  with  other  coins  to  mar  its  perfection. 
Apparently  uncleaned;  a little  gold  colored  obverse  tone.  Better  than  the  one 
in  our  1955  sale  of  the  Dr.  Peake  collection,  and  certainly  far  superior  to  the 
"Extremely  Fine"  example  that  "DuPont"  had,  or  Donlon's  Extremely  Fine  lot 
that  managed  to  bring  $120.  We  look  for  this  exceptional  rarity  to  establish 
a new  record! 


The  Rare  1897  “S”  Half  Dollar 

1897  "S".  Brilliant  "gem"  Uncirculated.  Although  the  reverse  strike  is  not  uni- 
formly bold,  the  magnificent  surface  on  this  piece  more  than  compensates  for 
it.  We  note  traces  of  golden  tone,  and  our  glass  can  locate  a minor  handling 
nick  or  so,  but  with  the  possible  exception  of  the  Dr.  Peake  specimen,  this 
impression  is  assuredly  the  finest  seen  by  us.

1898  "S" . A generally  bright  first-strike  or  "semi-proof."  Very  lightly  abraded 
upon  the  obverse,  probably  from  bag  or  like  handling.  Purchased  for  a high 
price  as  a "branch  mint  proof,"  the  result  of  too  much  enthusiasm  and  very 
little  knowledge  on  the  part  of  a few  dealers  and  many  collectors.  Donlon's, 
estimated  at  a fanciful  $100.,  sold  for  $82.50. 

1899.  Nicely  toned,  mainly  brilliant  Proof.  A really  choice,  partly  multi-colored 
coin.  Should  command  close  to  $50.00. 

1900  "O".  Choice  Uncirculated.  Not  struck  in  full  sharpness,  but  a desirable 
item  with  much  lustre  combined  with  a little  golden  patina.  Comparable  to 
the  Dr.  Peake  piece;  much  nicer  than  Donlon's.  Two  examples  in  the  '53 
A.N.A.  sale  at  Dallas,  brought  $65.  and  $72.50. 

1900  "S".  A lustrous  Unc.,  just  beginning  to  tarnish.  With  several  small  signs 
of  obverse  abrasion,  a single  tiny  reverse  rim  nick.  This  is  the  first  specimen 
we  have  noticed  with  a faint  obverse  die  break  across  the  bottom  of  the  neck 
to  the  last  star.  Recent  records  of  $52.50  and  $56.00. 

1901.  Partly  bright  Proof  with  slight  tarnish,  the  reverse  featuring  attractive 
blue  and  gold  iridescence. 

Second  '01  Proof.  An  extraordinary  blue-steel  colored  example,  displaying  deli- 
cate pink  overtones.  In  our  opinion,  it  would  be  a shame  to  clean  this  beautiful 
coin. 

1902  "O".  Bright,  uniformly  lustrous  Unc.  Very  weakly  impressed  upon  the 
reverse,  as  generally  found;  the  eagle's  head,  neck,  forepart  of  I.  wing  and 
legs  not  struck  up,  as  is  part  of  the  shield.  However,  this  lot  is  bolder  than 
many  upon  the  obverse,  and  is  almost  completely  free  from  evidence  of  abuse. 
A difficult  mintmark  to  find  strictly  Uncirculated;  "DuPont's"  was  only  VF, 
Donlon  had  one  only  a shade  better.

1904.  Brilliant  Proof.  Brown-blue,  almost  magenta,  signs  of  obverse  tarnish  at  I. 
Just  670  proofs  struck.  Italicized  price  of  $47.50  in  the  Standard  Catalogue. 

1906.  A bright,  almost  fully  brilliant  Proof  with  suggestions  of  tarnish.  The 
proof  coinage  for  this  year  675  pieces.  Cataloged  in  italics  at  $50.00. 

1907  "O".  Mostly  bright,  lustrous  Unc.  A rather  soft  striking  as  usual,  but  with 
a beautiful  satin-like  surface.  Tiny  planchet  flaw  upon  the  reverse  rim  above 
first  S of  STATES. 

Another.  Exciting  orange,  pink  and  blue  toned  Uncirculated.  Struck  like  the  last, 
perhaps  a hair's  breadth  bolder.  Bringing  $16.-17.50. 
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649  1908.  Iridescent  and  gray  tarnished  Proof.  An  uncleaned  "virgin”  impression  of 

the  fourth  rarest  Barber  Half  Dollar  in  proof,  this  issue  limited  to  545  pieces. 
Raymond  valued  in  italics  (meaning  the  price  is  far  from  stabilized)  at 
$57.50. 

650  1908  "O".  "Mumps  Variety."  Swellings  in  die  at  neck  and  lower  cheek.  Brilliant 

Unc.  with  full  frost,  hints  of  tarnish.  Guidebook  at  $17.50. 

651  1908  "D".  Mostly  brilliant,  fully  lustrous  Unc.  with  subtle  orange  tone. 

652  1909.  A gray  tarnished  Proof  with  splendid  multi-colored  iridescence.  Undoubt- 

edly from  the  same  source  as  lot  649;  equally  as  desirable  and  almost  as  rare 
with  exactly  650  proofs  manufactured.  Worth  $50.  or  more! 

653  1909  "O".  Last  year  from  New  Orleans.  Brilliant  "gem"  Uncirculated.  A frosty 

strike  with  light  suggestions  of  tarnish.  "DuPont's"  sold  for  $55.  over  three 
years  ago;  this  piece,  lot  738  from  our  June  17,  1955  auction  of  the  Dr. 
Peake  coins,  cost  $52.50.  Like  the  quarter  of  this  date  and  mint  a limited 
coinage  item,  and  (with  qualified  hindsight)  underpriced  in  both  the  Raymond 
Catalogue  and  the  Guidebook. 

654  1909  "S".  Mintmark  tilted  to  r.  Choice,  satin-surfaced  Unc.  Delicate  golden 

tone,  almost  entirely  upon  the  obverse.  An  exceptional  specimen  of  this  scarce 
San  Francisco  year,  in  spite  of  two  or  three  signs  of  obverse  abrasion.  The 
almost  identical  Eliasberg  lot  brought  $50.  in  our  sale  last  June. 

655  191  1 "S".  Brilliant,  just  about  "gem"  Unc.  Traces  of  tarnish.  From  the  Dr.  Peake 

sale,  in  1955,  at  $42.50.

reverse.  Free  from  serious  mishandling,  although  our  glass  reveals  a light 
mark  or  so  upon  the  obverse  together  with  evidence  of  probable  cleaning. 
Even  so,  a mintmark  with  a rather  limited  coinage  of  604,000,  which  is  un- 
commonly difficult  to  locate  in  strictly  Mint  preservation.  The  1954  "DuPont" 
example  initially  established  the  present  Std.  Catalogue  value  of  $100.00. 

659  1913  "D".  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  A splendid,  satin-surfaced  impression  display- 

ing light  golden  tints.  The  total  number  minted  some  70,000  less  than  the 
figure  above,  and  for  that  reason  destined  to  steadily  rise  in  value. 

660  1914  "S".  Uncirculated.  In  just  about  full  brilliancy  and  a pale  golden  color. 

Very  close  to  a "gem"  strike,  even  though  a "condition  crank"  could  find  two 
or  three  microscopic  obverse  handling  marks.  Worth  the  Guidebook  valuation 
of  $55.  so  fine. 

661  1915.  An  evenly  tarnished  slate  colored  Proof,  subtly  iridescent  in  the  right 

light.  An  "undoctored"  specimen  of  the  most  valuable  proof  in  the  series, 
listed  at  $375.  in  the  Guidebook. 

662  Second  1915.  This  one  bright,  lustrous  Uncirculated.  Free  from  all  but  the  most 

picayune  evidence  of  handling  or  tarnish.  From  a technical  viewpoint  even 
rarer  than  the  last,  having  the  second  lowest  coinage  in  the  Barber  Half 
Dollars,  just  138,000  pieces.  In  the  Standard  Catalogue  at  an  italicized  $150., 
the  Whitman  reference  at  $160.00. 

663  1915  "D".  Fully  brilliant  Unc.  Not  completely  bold  as  commonly  found  (on  the 

order  of  many  of  these),  but  just  about  a "gem." 

664  Another;  the  last  of  the  Barbers.  Mostly  bright  Unc.  with  original  frost.  Sug- 

gestions of  dark  tarnish,  a few  hardly  discernible  signs  of  contact  with  other 
coins  upon  the  obverse.  Records  to  $18.,  though  bringing  less. 

665  Weinman's  Liberty  Walking  design.  1916.  Brilliant  Uncirculated  with  uniform 

mint  lustre.  A nice  strike,  far  cleaner  than  most. 

666  Another.  Strictly  Uncirculated  with  an  even,  rich,  mostly  golden  tone.  A planchet 

flaw  on  the  obverse  border  I.  of  the  date,  also  visible  upon  the  edge  and  the 
reverse  above  STA  of  STATES.  Yeoman  priced  at  $20.00. 

667  Third  1916.  Deeply  tarnished  Unc.  with  reverse  iridescence.  Imperfect  as  struck 

or  nicked  upon  the  obverse  border  left  of  R in  LIBERTY.  Also,  several  light 
obv.  abrasion  nicks. 
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1916  "D".  Cleaned  Unc.,  but  remaining  lustrous.  Obverse  border  slightly  im- 
perfect at  about  10  o'clock;  three  or  four  tiny  border  nicks,  only  one  of  them 
noticeable. 

1917.  A lightly  tarnished,  lustrous  Unc.  Boldly  impressed  with  all  details  sharp, 
a minor  scrape  upon  the  reverse  edge.  Plus,  1936  "S".  Evenly  toned  Un- 
circulated. Hardly  as  well  struck,  but  cleaner  than  most.  List  to  $25.00.  2 Pcs. 

1918.  "Gem"  Uncirculated.  A magnificent,  delicately  toned  impression,  far 
superior  to  those  generally  offered.  Valued  to  $65.  so  fine! 

1919.  Really  choice  Uncirculated.  Better  minted  than  most;  some  light  tarnish, 
subtle  reverse  iridescence.  Donlon's  best  one,  estimated  at  $90.,  brought  $80. 
over  a year  ago. 

1920.  Mostly  brilliant  Unc.  Commencing  to  tarnish,  mainly  upon  the  reverse. 
A second  glance  at  this  half  dollar  shows  a die  defect  resembling  a tear  drop 
in  the  r.  reverse  field. 

1927  "S".  Evenly  tarnished  Unc.  Not  fully  struck  up;  one  or  two,  hard  to  locate, 
obverse  nicks.  High  priced  at  $52.50  in  the  Whitman  book. 

1929  "S".  Brilliant,  partly  tarnished  Unc.  Far  from  completely  bold  upon  the 
reverse  as  usual,  but  a magnificent  example  of  this  mintmark,  just  about  in 
the  "gem"  category.  Records  to  $26.  for  inferior  ones! 

Another.  Equally  select  Uncirculated,  though  both  sides  display  somewhat  less 
iridescence.  Choice  pieces,  of  this  caliber,  can  only  increase  in  value. 

1933  "S".  Bright,  frosty  Unc.  with  beautiful,  rainbow  colored  tone  about  the 
periphery.  A better  strike  than  most,  but  one  showing  nominal  signs  of  contact 
with  other  halves.  This  mintmark  generally  found  EF-AU,  perhaps  accounting 
for  the  Guidebook  price  of  $40.00. 

1935  and  1936  "S".  Completely  brilliant  and  lightly  toned  Unc.  Normal  strikes, 
the  first  in  particular  with  some  evidence  of  "bag  handling."  Second  uncom- 
mon. 2 Pcs. 

1935  "S".  Partly  tarnished,  frosty  Unc.  Hardly  bold  on  either  side,  the  eagle's  I. 
leg  flat  as  almost  always.  Not  quite  completely  free  from  evidence  of  light 
maltreatment,  but  still  one  of  the  best  we  have  handled.  Valued  by  Yeoman 
at  $35.00. 

1936  "S",  39  "D"  and  1940.  Brilliant  Unc.  with  traces  of  tarnish.  Better  than 
average  impressions;  freer  than  most  from  indications  of  handling.  Retail 
to  about  $20.00.  3 Pcs. 

1936  "S",  39  "D"  and  1941.  Bright,  lustrous  Unc.  Perhaps  not  as  well  struck 
up,  but  clean,  attractive  coins.  First  uncommon.  3 Pcs. 

1936  "S"  (2),  40  and  1941.  Brilliant  Unc.,  the  extra  bold  '41  unusually  so. 
Both  hard  to  locate  San  Francisco  coins  the  commonly  seen  strikes;  third  with 
some  light  iridescence.  Better  than  average,  almost  select  specimens.  Should 
bring  $25.  or  so.  4 Pcs. 

1938  "D".  Choice,  subtly  toned  Unc.  The  normal,  somewhat  soft  impression, 
showing  light,  but  noticeable  signs  of  obverse  handling.  Just  491,600  made, 
accounting  for  the  scarcity  of  this  mintmark.  Std.  Cat.  at  $20.,  Guidebook 
at  $22.50. 

1941.  A mostly  bright,  slightly  tarnished  Proof.  Weinman's  initials  polished  off 
the  reverse  die.  Plus,  1941  "D",  42  and  1942  "S".  Brilliant  Unc.,  the  last 
unusually  nice.  4 Pcs. 

1941  "D",  42,  42  "S"  and  1942  "D".  Fully  bright  and  lustrous  Unc.  Second 
well  above  the  average;  last  with  an  obverse  dig  upon  Liberty's  extended  leg. 
Retail  for  $8.  or  so.  4 Pcs. 

A date  set  of  Liberty  Walking  Half  Dollars,  1934  to  1947,  consisting  of  Phila- 
delphia Mint  coins.  Each  brilliant  Unc.  with  full  lustre,  although  three  or  four 
have  a little  tone  or  tarnish.

Lightly  mis- 
handled, as  evidenced  by  several  surface  nicks  on  either  side  and  a few  small 
bruises  about  the  obverse  rim. 

690  1797.  B-l.  Sixteen  stars,  9 x 7;  reverse  with  large  letters.  Strictly  Very  Fine. 

Unevenly  centered.  Weak  at  the  upper  part  of  Liberty's  head,  but  the  reverse 

uniformly  sharp.  With  4,941  issued,  the  commonest  variety  of  a rare  year. 
Priced  at  a realistic  $75.  in  the  Raymond  Catalogue,  a high  $100.  in  the 
Guidebook. 

691  1798.  B-8a.  Close  date;  four  berries  in  branch.  Very  Fine  for  the  strike,  which 

is  uneven.  Two  tiny  reverse  rim  nicks.  Supposedly  an  R-5  die  state,  but  we 

doubt  it. 

692  1798.  B-l  3.  Medium  wide  date;  ten  arrows  in  talon.  Strictly  Fine.  The  rims 

slightly  bruised  or  nicked  upon  either  side,  a reverse  field  nick  at  E of  UNITED. 

693  1798.  B-29.  Close  date,  8 much  too  high;  star  touching  lower  part  of  eagle's 

beak.  Fine  to  VF,  but  defective,  apparently  as  made,  upon  the  reverse  from 
the  r.  stand  of  M to  before  C in  AMERICA,  extending  inwards  to  the  lower 
part  of  the  eagle's  wing  and  encompassing  the  upper  part  of  the  branch. 
Impaired  somewhat  by  a few  pin-point  obverse  nicks,  rim  nicks  and  bruises 
upon  either  side.  Called  R-3  by  Bolender,  but  in  our  opinion  rarer. 

694  1799/98.  B-3.  Reverse  with  fifteen  stars.  A Very  Fine  impression  with  traces  of 

the  original  lustre.  Well  centered  and  attractive.  Worthy  of  a home  in  almost 
any  collection,  in  spite  of  a small  reverse  rim  bruise.  This  popular  variety 
Guidebook  priced  at  a healthy  $75.00. 

695  1799.  B-4.  Irregular  Date,  second  9 crazily  tilted;  reverse  with  fifteen  stars. 

Close  to  Very  Fine,  but  weakly  struck  up  about  the  center  on  both  sides.  A 
rubbed,  flat  appearing  coin,  but  one  displaying  faint  signs  of  lustre.  With 
three  or  four  minor  marks  upon  the  obverse  rim,  two  reverse  field  nicks.  Very 
rare  and  underrated;  an  almost  identical  example  realized  $62.50  in  our  sale 
of  last  June  1 3th. 

The  most  undervalued  type  coin  in  the  silver  dollar  series;  usually  found  well  worn.

stars  all  touching  clouds.  Just  about  Very  Fine.  Two  or  three  hardly  noticeable 
nicks  upon  either  side;  only  one,  at  the  second  T in  STATES,  serious. 

697  1800.  B-5b.  Die  dot  inside  of  lower  part  of  R in  LIBERTY;  die  flaw  I.  of  second 

T in  STATES.  Fully  Fine,  the  obverse  well  struck  and  sharp.  Obverse  rim 
abraded  slightly,  but  badly  bruised  above  B of  LIBERTY.  The  reverse  rim 
lightly  bruised  in  several  spots,  and  we  note  light  scratching  in  the  lower  I. 
field.  Rarity  6 as  a die  state. 

698  1800.  B-l 3.  Wide  date,  first  star  very  far  from  hair;  AM  joined.  A well  toned 

Fine,  almost  completely  free  from  the  usual  abusive  treatment  accorded  these 
large,  heavy  coins.  A very  rare  R-6  variety,  lacking  in  our  huge  1952  A.N.A. 
sale  offering  of  the  Lathrop  and  O.  K.  Rumbel  collections.  Correctly  valued  by 
Bolender  at  $50.  in  his  1956  price  list. 

One  of  the  few  varieties  not  illustrated  by  Bolender;  as  a result,  almost  all  offered  in  recent 
years  have  been  misattributed  examples  of  the  common  B-l  8.  This  is  the  first  we  have 
actually  handled. 

699  1801.  B-l  a.  Wide  date,  01  closest;  star  almost  touching  lower  part  of  eagle's 

beak.  A reverse  crack  through  ST A of  STATES  to  clouds.  See  lot  164  in  the 
February  23,  1952  sale  of  Bolender's  collection.  Fine  and  comparatively  clean. 
Rare,  much  more  so  than  generally  known. 

700  1802/01.  B-4.  Close  date,  1 touching  curl;  star  touching  upper  part  of  eagle's 

beak  and  scroll.  Very  Fine  or  better  displaying  traces  of  lustre,  but  with  two 
minor  scrapes  upon  the  obverse  rim,  several  small  but  obvious  nicks  and 
bruises  upon  the  reverse  rim.  Still,  an  unusually  bold  and  desirable  impression 
of  an  R-5  variety  valued  at  $75.  by  Bolender. 

701  1802.  B-6.  Variety  with  r.  foot  of  T in  LIBERTY  missing.  Strictly  Fine,  but 

slightly  impaired.  The  most  serious  difficulty  a cluster  of  tiny,  almost  infini- 
tesimal nicks  under  Liberty's  ear. 

702  1803.  B-5.  Small,  thin,  high  3;  spur  on  the  curved  part  of  D of  UNITED.  Very 

Good,  the  obverse  bold,  reverse  weak,  as  on  so  many  of  these.  Few  nicks  upon 
either  side,  a small  but  serious  reverse  rim  bruise  at  lower  I.  R-5;  really  rare 
in  any  condition. 
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1803.  B-6.  Thick  top  to  3 in  date.  Fine  to  VF.  Abraded  a bit  upon  the  obverse 
rim,  a nick  in  the  drapery  on  Liberty's  bust;  the  reverse  clean  except  for  two 
granular  striation  flaws  of  little  consequence,  which  left  the  Mint  with  the  coin. 

Gobrecht  Dollar.  1836.  Liberty  seated  r.,  in  plain  field.  C.  GOBRECHT.  F.  on 
base.  Rev.  Flying  eagle  surrounded  by  twenty-six  stars.  Plain  edge.  A toned 
Extremely  Fine,  the  reverse  with  a few  minor  handling  nicks.  From  an  appar- 
ently perfect  die  and  believed  original.  In  the  greatest  possible  demand,  and 
valued  today  to  $225.00. 

1840.  First  year  of  regular  issue  with  Gobrecht's  basic  design.  Fine  to  VF;  the 
usual  signs  of  minor  abrasion  and  contact  with  other  coins.  Marked  "Very 
Fine,"  of  course.  Scarce. 

1841.  Just  about  Very  Fine.  Unevenly  struck,  particularly  upon  the  reverse. 
Rubbed  with  an  eraser  upon  the  obverse,  lightly  scratched  upon  the  reverse, 
and  with  the  inevitable  tiny  marks. 

1842.  Extremely  Fine  with  first-strike  lustre.  Cleaner  than  most  of  these,  in  spite 
of  two  small  nicks  upon  Liberty's  right  arm,  among  other  picayune  defects. 

1843.  Very  Fine.  Light  scrape  on  the  upper  r.  obverse  rim,  opposite  Liberty's  cap. 

1844.  A lightly  toned  Extremely  Fine.  Clean,  for  a silver  dollar! 

Another.  From  the  same  set  of  dies  with  a scale-like  die  flaw  upon  the  obverse 
from  Liberty's  forearm,  die  scratches  under  both  of  the  eagle's  wings.  Fine  to 
Very  Fine. 

1845.  Strictly  Very  Fine,  some  claims  to  EF.  With  the  commonly  found  minute 
abrasion  nicks.  Like  '44,  a better  year. 

1846  "O".  Close  to  Extremely  Fine;  indications  of  lustre.  In  spite  of  two  small 
marks  under  the  eighth  star  where  another  coin  dropped  upon  this  one,  and  a 
reverse  rim  nick  or  so,  a choice  example  of  a really  scarce  dollar.  Well  worth 
$25.00. 

1847.  Fully  Fine,  or  a little  better.  Certainly  not  the  VF  it  was  claimed  to  be! 

1848.  Extremely  Fine  and  sharp.  Attractively  toned  with  suggestions  of  lustre 

and  iridescence.  Two  small  scrapes  upon  the  obverse  rim,  an  imperfection  in 
the  reverse  die  on  the  border  opposite  U of  UNITED.  Hardly  common,  par- 
ticularly nice;  retail  priced  at  about  $23.50. 

Another.  Fine  plus.  Tiny  reverse  rim  nick.  These  early  dollars  will  never  be 
cheaper! 

1849.  Very  Fine.  Lightly  abraded  though  free  from  serious  impairment.  Guide- 
book priced  at  $17.50  so. 

1850.  Barely  Very  Fine.  Lightly  tarnished;  the  reverse  rim  showing  signs  of 

handling.  Exactly  7,500  pieces  coined,  making  this  date  one  of  the  rarest  in 

the  entire  series.  Like  all  low  or  moderate  mintage  items,  this  dollar  has  a 
good  potential. 

1850  "O".  Very  Fine.  The  obverse  with  turquoise  and  iridescent  patina;  the 
reverse  exceptionally  choice.  Rarest  year  of  the  No  Motto  type,  struck  at  New 
Orleans.  An  EF  specimen  realized  $31.  in  our  last  auction. 

1853.  Not  quite  Very  Fine.  With  even  pale  gray  tone,  a few,  mostly  minute, 
marks  upon  the  borders  and  rims.  Rare  and  valuable  date,  the  Extremely  Fine 
and  nicked  Eliasberg  lot  having  sold  for  $57.50  in  our  June  sale. 

1855.  About  Extremely  Fine;  attractively  toned.  Softly  struck  (as  usual),  and 
with  two  small  nicks  upon  the  bottom  reverse  rim,  but  with  remarkably  clean 
surfaces.  Just  26,000  manufactured,  the  lowest  mintage  of  the  rare  1854-57 
years.  We  sold  a cleaned  EF  piece,  slightly  abraded,  for  $51.  last  June. 

1860  "O".  Strictly  Fine.  A very  small  cluster  of  minor  nicks  in  the  I.  reverse 
field,  a few  reverse  rim  defects,  and  a healthy  border  dig  just  before  the  first 
S in  STATES.  Cost  $9.50  as  "Very  Fine." 

1863.  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  A shade  away  from  the  "gem"  class.  Liberty's  hair 
not  fully  sharp,  but  an  early  strike  displaying  much  reflective  lustre.  Probably 
once  cleaned,  but  far  above  the  average  offered.  Standard  Cataloaue  at 
$42.50. 

Duplicate  choice  1863.  Bright,  frosty  Unc.  with  a little  gold  tone  upon  the 
obverse.  Better  impressed  than  the  last,  but  without  any  "proof  look."  While 
this  lot  has  a few  more  microscopic  signs  of  obverse  handling,  its  reverse 
appears  flawless.  Of  the  27,200  dollars  struck  in  this  scarce  Civil  War  year, 
few  remain  in  Mint  State  preservation.  Probably  not  even  enough  to  make  a 
roll,  which  would  take  the  fun  out  of  it  for  today's  speculator. 

1869.  Very  Fine  plus  with  even  gray  tone  and  hints  of  lustre.  Minute  border  and 
rim  marks,  mostly  upon  the  reverse.  Catalogs  at  $15.00. 
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1870  "CC".  Extremely  Fine  plus.  Moderately  free  of  the  "bag  handling"  defects 
that  seem  to  plague  large  silver.  Just  12,462  minted.  In  the  Standard  Cata- 
logue at  $37.50  VF,  $125.  Unc.  Now  seldom  seen,  much  less  offered;  should 
easily  bring  close  to  $100.00. 

1871  "CC".  Obverse  VG,  reverse  Fine.  Originally  engraved  in  both  the  I.  and  r. 
obverse  fields,  this  piece  has  been  chased  in  a partly  successful  attempt  to 
remove  and  obliterate  the  mutilation.  The  stars  and  actual  figure  of  Liberty 
not  harmed  or  impaired.  There  is  also  a minor  obv.  rim  bruise,  and  a nick  from 
the  milling  to  the  second  star.  However,  still  acceptable,  when  one  considers 
the  very  low  number  of  1,376  made  (comparable  to  the  1,300  originals  for 
1851  ) . RRR.  Plate 

1872  "S".  Strictly  Very  Fine.  Uniformly  toned  a lilac-gray  color;  clean,  except 
for  four  or  five  unimportant  rim  abrasions.  Only  9,000  pieces  coined.  Listed 
at  $40.  in  both  books,  and  well  worth  it  as  an  important  (and  obtainable) 
"type." 

1872  "CC".  Very  Fine,  the  reverse  much  bolder  as  always  upon  these  coins. 
Really  clean  and  attractive,  in  spite  of  ultra  light  scraping  in  the  r.  obverse 
field,  mostly  between  the  last  two  stars,  and  a single  reverse  rim  nick.  The 
emission  for  this  decidedly  rare  year  a low  3,150  impressions.  Guidebook  at 
$150.00. 

1904.  Morgan  type.  A superb,  mostly  brilliant  Proof  with  beautiful  peripheral 
iridescence.  Also,  1878  "S"  and  1922.  Bright  Unc.  and  VF.  Exactly  650  of 
the  first  issued,  and  sale  records  now  approximating  $68.00.  3 Pcs. 

Trade  Dollars.  1873  and  1874.  AU  and  Ex.  Fine.  Both  toned,  the  first  richly  so. 
Neither  flawless,  the  '73  in  particular  with  a few  light  scrapes  upon  the 
reverse  rim,  last  showing  two  obverse  rim  bruises.  Std.  Cat.  at  $15.  and  $9. 
VF,  Guidebook  at  $12.50  and  $1  1.00.  2 Pcs. 

1873  "S".  Small  mintmark.  Not  quite  Mint  State.  Toned  a dullish  pale  gray, 
although  remaining  lustrous.  Purchased  as  Uncirculated,  which  may  be  tech- 
nically correct.  Standard  Catalogue  priced  at  an  italicized  $60.  so! 

1874.  A cleaned  Uncirculated,  now  fairly  bright,  partly  dark  gray  in  color. 
Hardly  perfect  in  striking  or  condition;  the  eagle's  I.  leg  and  talon  slightly 
weak  as  usual.  Should  realize  $15.00! 

1874  "CC".  Fine  to  Very  Fine.  Lilac-gray  colored  and  dull,  but  with  suggestions 
of  once  bright  lustre.  Traces  of  foreign  matter  upon  either  side.  Very  scarce, 
retail  valued  at  about  $20.00. 

1875  "S"  and  1878  "S".  Type  I (Berry  under  eagle's  I.  claw,  above  900)  and 
T-II  (Without  berry).  Delicate  pink  and  blue  toned  AU;  a lightly  tarnished

826  1856.  Marked  "Ex.  Fine"  by  old  John  Zug  years  ago,  but  actually  closer  to 

Very  Fine.  Regardless,  in  the  strongest  possible  demand,  like  all  of  these. 

827  1866.  Fine  to  Very  Fine.  Almost  rare,  the  total  regular  coinage  an  exact  4,000 

pieces. 

828  1867.  Very  Fine.  Some  faint  proof-like  lustre  remaining.  Rare,  but  2,600  struck 

for  circulation.  Actually  cheap  at  the  Catalog  valuation  of  $60.00,  consider- 
ing what  many  relatively  unimportant  (and  overly  touted)  coins  sell  for. 

829  1870.  Strictly  Extremely  Fine.  The  usual  early  impression  with  reflective  surfaces, 

a sharp  edge  (on  either  side)  . With  some  signs  of  abrasion,  the  most  serious 
a tiny  reverse  rim  nick.  A better  date  than  the  '66,  the  mintage  exactly  3,500 
coins,  other  than  proofs. 

830  1874.  Bright  Uncirculated.  Unevenly  struck;  a seemingly  soft  strike  in  spots,  as 

nearly  always  found.  Few  obverse  marks  from  contact  with  other  coins. 

831  Another.  Extremely  Fine  and  lustrous. 

832  1878.  Just  about  Unc.  Uniform  frosty  surfaces.  Specimens  of  this  hard  to  locate 

denomination  will  never  be  cheaper  than  they  are  today! 

833  Another.  A later  impression  with  a different  reverse  die,  this  one  showing  signs  of 

what  appears  to  be  rust  at  the  bottom  part  of  the  wreath.  Similar  condition. 
Interesting ! 

834  1879.  A brilliant  first-strike!  Exceptionally  choice,  although  lightly  abraded  as 

usual.  An  even  3,000  pieces  coined;  bringing  $75.-80.  in  this  preservation. 

835  1881.  Mostly  Fine.  Well  rubbed,  particularly  upon  the  obverse,  but  a date  with 

one  of  the  lowest  coinages  in  the  entire  series  of  regularly  issued  United  States 
coins.  Long,  long  underpriced,  the  total  number  made  for  circulation  a 
remarkably  low  500  impressions.  If  any  three  dollars  gold  is  worth  $45.,  this 
lot  should  be  cheap  at  twice  as  much. 

836  1882.  Number  2 in  date  first  punched  too  high;  most  of  the  evidence  effaced. 

Extremely  Fine.  Reverse  rust-like  spot  between  RS  of  DOLLARS.  Another  low 
coinage  item,  this  one  with  but  1,424  regulars.  How  long  can  the  speculators 
ignore  these? 

837  1888.  Very  Fine  or  better,  an  obvious  reverse  nick  upon  the  last  8 in  date. 

Exactly  5,000  business  strikes  made. 

Half  Eagles 

838  1798.  Large  8;  closest  date.  Obtained  as  EF,  this  coin  is  actually  closer  to  VF. 

While  the  comparatively  clean  reverse  shows  evidence  of  a polished  die,  the 
obverse  displays  signs  of  handling,  the  most  prominent  a nick  in  the  I.  field. 
This  variety,  Adams  1,  is  an  actual  "type,"  and  will  so  be  eventually  pub- 
lished; its  obverse  is  that  found  with  the  RRRR  Small  Eagle  reverse.  Worth 
$75.  or  more. 

839  1798.  Large  8;  fourteen  reverse  stars.  Very  Fine  average;  obverse  Fine  plus  and 

rubbed,  the  reverse  unevenly  struck  up,  but  close  to  Extremely  Fine  with  lustre 
like  the  last.  Attractive  and  acceptable,  though  with  the  usual  imperfections, 
including  two  or  three  unimportant  rim  scrapes.  RR;  Std.  Catalogue  at  $200.00. 
In  our  last  public  sale  catalog  we  listed  four  types  of  the  1798  Half  Eagles.  During  the  past 
few  months,  while  doing  basic  research  for  a specialized  listing  of  U.  S.  gold,  Messrs.  Ford 
and  Breen  have  increased  the  '98  types  to  six.  These  are  (1)  Large,  close  date,  small  eagle; 

(2)  Large,  close  date,  heraldic  eagle,  13  stars;  (3)  Large,  wide  date,  heraldic  eagle,  13  stars; 

(4)  Large,  wide  date,  heraldic  eagle,  14  stars;  (5)  Small,  close  date,  heraldic  eagle,  13  stars; 

(6)  Small,  wide  date,  heraldic  eagle,  13  stars.  The  same  punches  as  were  used  for  the  large 

cents  were  utilized  for  the  half  eagles  of  this  year,  therefore  the  "large  8"  is  the  "large 
date."  Lot  838  is  the  second  here  described,  lot  839  the  fourth. 

840  1803/02.  Very  Fine,  bolder  than  most.  The  obverse  cleaned  with  an  eraser,  and 

impaired  sliqhtly,  most  noticeably  by  a minute  dig  above  the  ninth  star,  fol- 
lowing Y of  LIBERTY. 

841  1834.  New  type  without  motto.  A partly  brilliant  "first-strike"  supposedly  ob- 

tained as  a "Proof"  for  $26.  Now  Extremely  Fine,  being  somewhat  mis- 
handled; the  most  serious  defect  an  obverse  edge  bruise,  opposite  the  eleventh 
star.  From  the  same  scarce  die  combination  as  W.G.C.  383  at  $40.  Unc.,  and 
lot  387  of  our  Forty-Ninth  auction. 

842  1838.  Small  5 in  5 D.  Very  Fine  and  sharp;  few  hidden  edge  bruises  of  little 

consequence. 
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1838  "D".  F irst  year;  mintmark  between  date  and  bust.  Very  Fine  and  well  im- 
pressed, but  extensively  handled.  A quick  glance  discloses  a border  nick  upon 
either  side,  a mark  between  the  ninth  and  tenth  stars  where  another  coin 
dropped  upon  this  one.  Moderate  coinage  of  20,583  pieces.  One  in  our  last 
sale,  in  similar  condition,  brought  $52.00. 

844  1839  "C".  New  head  with  coronet;  mintmark  also  upon  obverse.  Very  Fine; 

planchet  defective  at  the  lower  r.  reverse  rim.  An  obvious  obverse  edge  bruise 
between  the  fourth  and  fifth  stars,  other,  less  important  signs  of  circulation 
upon  the  face  of  this  piece.  Mintage  23,467  coins;  now  quite  scarce  and  in 
demand.  Should  realize  $42.50-45.00. 

845  1844  "D".  Extremely  Fine.  With  traces  of  lustre,  though  lightly  abraded,  as 

always.  The  famous  "World's  Greatest  Collection"  could  only  boast  of  a VF 
example.  Well  worth  $40.  today! 

846  1845.  Partly  re-engraved  date.  A dullish,  lightly  rubbed  Uncirculated  item, 

bearing  some  resemblance  to  a Proof.  Highly  desirable,  in  spite  of  an  obverse 
rim  nick.  A scarce  sub-variety  of  a date  difficult  to  find  choice. 

847  1846.  Large  date.  Very  Fine.  Catalogs  at,  and  brings  close  to,  $20.00. 

848  1846  "C Very  Fine.  Few  small  border  or  rim  nicks,  mostly  upon  the  obverse. 

The  third  rarest  Charlotte  Mint  Half  Eagle,  with  only  12,995  made.  Lacking 
in  many  offerings,  including  our  own  Dr.  Peake  and  Eliasberg  sales.  Exceeded 
in  actual  rarity  and  importance  by  only  the  first  (1838)  and  last  (1861) 
Charlotte  years,  this  date  is  a real  "sleeper,"  grossly  underpriced  in  both 
reference  books. 

849  1 847.  Partly  re-engraved  date.  A bold  Very  Fine;  mostly  clean.  Valued  to  $1  7.50. 

850  1849  "C".  Very  Fine  plus.  The  reverse  die  lightly  cracked.  Above  average;  priced 

in  the  Standard  Catalogue  at  $30.00. 

851  1850  "D".  Large,  widely  spaced  date.  Extremely  Fine,  although  not  uniformly 

sharp.  Not  quite  flawless,  as  we  note  a light  surface  nick  in  the  I.  obverse 
field,  but  far  better  than  any  we  remember  seeing.  Retail  wise,  we  would  not 
take  less  than  $40.  for  this  piece. 

852  1854  "D".  Practically  Uncirculated.  Liberty's  curls  including  the  one  on  neck 

weak,  as  is  part  of  the  reverse  device,  particularly  the  eagle's  r.  leg  and  arrow 
feathers  below  shield.  A lustrous,  clean  surfaced  beauty,  superior  to  either  of 
the  Melish  coins,  as  well  as  lot  426  of  our  last  auction.  Worth  a premium 
price  so  fine! 

853  1854  "O".  Very  Fine,  in  need  of  cleaning.  Eliasberg's  was  F-VF. 

854  1855.  Better  than  VF,  but  with  two  or  three  minor  rim  defects.  Hardly  common; 

valued  in  the  Raymond  book  at  $20.00. 

855  1855  "D".  Not  quite  Very  Fine.  Obverse  flatly  struck,  eagle's  head  and  neck  very 

weak  on  the  reverse.  Mainly  free  from  mishandling,  except  for  a few  of  the 
inevitable  rim  marks.  Just  22,432  minted;  like  several  of  these,  not  in  our 
Eliasberg  offering  of  six  months  ago. 

856  1856.  A "Poor  Man's"  VF,  though  purchased  as  Extremely  Fine.  Seldom  found 

better,  and  not  a common  date. 

857  1860.  Barely  Ex.  Fine.  Lightly  abraded,  the  only  easily  discernible  nick  in  the  r. 

obverse  field.  A good  year,  with  only  19,825  issued,  compared  to  639,950 
for  1861.  We  know  of  a similar  example  that  was  privately  sold  for  $30.00. 

858  1860  "D".  A lustrous  Extremely  Fine.  Underrated,  like  most  of  these  Dahlonega 

coins,  with  a coinage  of  but  14,635  pieces.  Superior  to  the  slightly  impaired 
Eliasberg  lot,  which  brought  over  our  estimated  price  of  $35.00. 

859  Another.  Small  D,  mostly  over  E of  FIVE,  as  the  last.  Mostly  Very  Fine,  hardly 

as  well  struck  up.  Std.  Catalogue  at  $35.  so. 

860  1861  "C".  Last  year.  Very  Fine  plus,  almost  flawless.  Struck  upon  a slightly  de- 

fective planchet,  showing  evidence  of  filing  upon  the  reverse.  Possibly,  from 
its  appearance  and  general  fabric,  one  of  the  887  issued  under  authority  of  the 
Confederate  States,  rather  than  one  of  the  5,992  made  while  the  Mint  was  still 
under  Federal  control.  In  either  event,  very  rare  and  very  seldom  offered. 

861  1862.  Strictly  Very  Fine.  Unusually  clean,  in  spite  of  a small  mark  in  the  reverse 

field,  where  another  coin  dropped  upon  this  one.  Only  4,465  issued  in  this  rare 
Civil  War  year,  including  proofs.  Underrated,  underpriced! 

862  1867.  Very  Fine.  With  signs  of  extensive  handling,  including  two  or  three  tiny 

nicks  upon  the  obverse  rim,  several  minute  reverse  digs  and  abrasions.  Just 
6,870  issued  for  circulation.  Well  worth  $25.00. 

863  1868.  Close  to  Extremely  Fine.  Somewhat  lustrous,  but  "bag  handled."  Exactly 

5,750  regulars  made.  Rarer  than  the  last. 
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1872.  Fine  to  VF.  With  several  small,  hardly  noticeable,  shallow  digs  about  the 
inner  obverse  periphery,  plus  two  similar  imperfections  upon  the  reverse.  Of 
almost  extreme  rarity,  the  mintage  limited  to  1,660  normal  impressions. 
Cheap,  regardless  of  what  it  brings! 

1874  "CC".  Very  Fine.  The  obverse  weak  and  rubbed,  but  both  sides  free  of  digs 
or  nicks.  Truly  exceptional;  really  better  than  those  in  the  Dunham,  Dr.  Green, 
Menjou  and  Eliasberg  sales  from  a wear  standpoint,  superior  to  all  seen  with 
its  clean  surfaces.  A real  premium  lot,  worth  $30.-35.00. 

1875  "CC".  About  Very  Fine.  Obverse  flat  as  on  last,  the  eagle's  head,  neck  and 
upper  part  of  shield  weak  on  reverse.  But  I 1,828  coined.  Nice;  comparable  to 
Dr.  Peake's  specimen,  which  we  sold  for  $35.  in  1955.  Almost  never  found 
better. 

1904  "S".  Better  than  Very  Fine;  lustrous.  Lightly  abraded,  like  almost  all  twen- 
tieth century  gold.  Definitely  rare,  the  issue  a low  97,000  (compared  to 
1,855,000  for  '03  "S"  and  880,700  for  '05  "S") . We  sold  Peake's  AU  ex- 
ample for  $105.,  Eliasberg's  EF  one  for  $102.50.  Lists  at  $80.  VF  in  the 
Standard  Catalogue  and  worth  it;  still  ridiculously  priced  in  the  Guidebook  at 
$1  6.  Fine,  $30.  Unc. 

Eagles.  1800.  Fine,  though  obtained  as  VF.  Impaired  upon  the  obverse  by  several 
Tight  scratches  in  the  I.  field,  a number  of  nicks  and  digs,  a scraped  edge  and 
a serious  rim  bruise.  The  reverse  shows  a lesser  number  of  digs,  but  the  rim  is 
slightly  chewed  at  the  bottom  I.  Finally,  in  the  course  of  this  maltreatment, 
the  flan  was  bent  to  a minor  degree.  Better  than  space  filler  grade,  this  coin 
does  look  better  than  it  sounds.  We  would  recommend  looking  at  it. 

1859  "S".  Better  than  Very  Fine,  partly  lustrous.  With  a flaw  on  the  reverse 
border  opposite  M of  AMERICA,  a few  minor  handling  marks  mostly  at  the 
rims,  but  relatively  clean,  fully  desirable.  Exactly  7,000  pieces  struck,  few  of 
which  were  saved.  This  mintmark  lacking  in  many  fine  collections,  that  of 
Thomas  G.  Melish  included.  Our  Peake,  Eliasberg  offerings  had  none.  Should 
bring  $50.  or  more  on  today's  market. 

1872  "CC".  F ine  plus;  more  free  of  circulation  abuse  than  most.  Just  5,500 
made.  While  the  nicked  Davis-Graves  specimen  was  a bit  sharper  at  $70., 
this  Carson  City  date  was  also  missing  from  the  Peake,  Melish  and  Eliasberg 
offerings. 

1877  "CC".  Very  Fine.  The  only  serious  signs  of  abrasion  opposite  ER  of  AMER- 
ICA in  the  reverse  field.  One  of  the  three  rarest  Carson  City  Eagles,  with  a low 
3,332  coined.  Much  harder  to  locate  than  the  twenty  dollar  piece  of  this  date 
and  mint,  and  worthy  of  a commensurate  price.  Std.  Catalogue  at  an  italicized 
$75.  VF,  unpriced  Unc. 

1878  "CC".  Strictly  Very  Fine.  In  spite  of  a small,  hard  to  see  edge  bruise  at  the 
base  of  the  reverse,  this  eagle  is  unusually  nice.  Decidedly  rare,  with  the  sec- 
ond lowest  mintaae  of  the  series,  some  3,244  pieces.  As  we  said  in  our  Forty- 
Ninth  catalog — "Exceptionally  hard  to  find  in  decent  shape;  Henry  P.  Graves 
only  had  a Good  to  VG  one,  which  managed  to  bring  $65.  None  in  Memorable 
or  Peake  or  Melish." 

1883  "S".  "Gem"  Uncirculated.  Rich,  yellow-orange  gold.  But  38,000  impres- 
sions struck,  of  which  this  example  is  the  finest  known  to  us.  Now  unappreci- 
ated in  any  condition,  the  '83  "S"  should  rise  to  sudden  prominence  after  the 
sale  of  this  fine  one. 

Double  Eagles.  1876  "CC".  Not  guite  Very  Fine.  As  usually  seen.  Bringing  in 
excess  of  $50.  even  when  inferior  to  this  specimen. 

1902.  Lustrous  Uncirculated.  Little  evidence  of  friction  and  abrasion,  and  that 
located  upon  the  obverse;  the  reverse  with  brown  iridescent  staining  at  upper 
r.  Rare,  with  only  31,140  made  for  circulation.  We  sold  Peake's  for  $110., 
one  in  our  Forty-Eighth  auction  for  $90.,  and  the  Eliasberg  lot  for  $92.50. 

1907.  St.  Gaudens  type.  Date  MCMVII.  Struck  in  high  relief;  partial  wire  edge. 
Better  than  Extremely  Fine,  with  rubbing  only  readily  apparent  upon  Liberty's 
extended  knee;  a few  picayune  nicks,  mostly  upon  each  border  and  rim.  With 
full  original  lustre,  and  superior  to  lot  192  of  our  June  12th  last  sale,  which 
sold  on  the  floor  for  $137.50. 

The  Extremely  Rare  1852/51  Augustus  Humbert  Eagle 

Augustus  Humbert,  U.  S.  Assayer  of  Gold,  San  Francisco.  1852/51.  Eagle. 
Wright's  eagle  design  with  ribbon  in  beak  and  arrows,  shield,  olive  branch.  884 
THOUS:  on  scroll  above.  Around,  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA;  below, 
TEN  DOLS.  Rev.  In  four  lines  across  tablet  at  c.,  AUGUSTUS  HUMBERT.  / 
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UNITED  STATES  ASSAYER  / OF  GOLD.  CALIFORNIA.  / 1852;  engine  turn- 
ing above  and  below.  Reeded  edge.  Not  in  Adams.  Clear  overdate,  2 punched 
over  1 in  the  die,  with  no  attempt  at  effacement  of  the  original  figure.  The 
reverse  die  completely  cracked  in  half  diagonally,  from  the  top  center  to 
about  5 o'clock.  Strictly  Very  Fine;  reverse  planchet  flaw  in  the  milling  at 
upper  r.  Faintly  scratched  in  the  obv.  field  under  scroll,  and  impaired  slightly 
by  a number  of  small  nicks  and  digs,  at  least  two  of  which  are  about  the  ob- 
verse periphery,  the  remainder  on  the  back.  Struck  between  February  11th 
and  14th,  1852,  the  very  first  eagle  manufactured  in  California  under  Federal 
authority.  The  reverse  die  on  this  piece  entirely  different  than  that  on  the 
perfect  date  variety,  which  was  issued  almost  simultaneously,  being  pressed 
into  use  when  this  "emergency"  reverse  disintegrated.  From  the  obvious  ap- 
pearance of  this  lot's  reverse,  only  a few  impressions  could  have  been  taken. 
A very  rare  and  important  item,  of  extreme  interest!  Plate 
Moffat  & Co.,  as  United  States  Assay  contractors,  petitioned  the  U.  S.  Treasury  Dept,  as 
early  as  April  14,  1851  for  permission  to  supply  coins  of  a smaller  denomination  than  fifty 
dollars.  Finally,  on  December  9th  of  that  year,  authorization  was  granted,  only  to  be  im- 
mediately withdrawn.  Anticipating  authority  to  strike  eagles  and  double  eagles  in  1851, 
Moffat  & Co.  prepared  dies  for  these  two  values.  When  Washington,  in  early  February  1852, 
definitely  acquiesced,  Moffat's  engraver  hastily  altered  the  set  of  dies  on  hand  by  changing 
the  dates  with  a punch.  An  announcement  by  Moffat  & Co.,  to  be  found  in  the  "Daily  Alta 
California"  for  Feb.  12,  1852,  states  that  permission  was  received  the  previous  day,  and  that 
they  were  prepared  to  issue  the  new  denominations  on  the  twelfth.  Such  promptness  could 
only  be  accomplished  by  using  the  pattern  dies  on  hand  as  Edgar  H.  Adams  recognized  in 
connection  with  the  double  eagles  on  p.  55  of  "Private  Gold  Coinage.  II."  That  the  overdate 
eagle  should  not  be  mentioned  by  Adams  is  no  surprise,  considering  its  rarity.  For  purposes 
of  comparison,  we  have  placed  a photograph  of  the  perfect  date  reverse  on  the  plate,  next 
to  the  reverse  of  lot  877. 

878  United  States  Assay  Office,  S.  F.  1853.  Double  Eagle.  900  THOUS.  A-23.  Ex- 
tremely Fine  with  some  lustre,  but  slightly  banged  up,  mainly  upon  the  ob- 
verse. The  most  obvious  defects  a rim  bruise  and  several  large  nicks  upon  the 
upper  r.  half  of  the  obverse.

UNITED  STATES  LARGE  CENTS 
Principally  From  Two  Fine  New  Jersey  Collections 

INTRODUCTION 

In  cataloging  this  truly  extraordinary  group  of  "pennies"  we  have  drawn  heavily 
on  the  new  standard  reference  work  on  the  Early  Cents,  due  to  appear  after  the  first  of 
the  year.  It  is  Penny  Whimsy,  by  Dr.  William  H.  Sheldon,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Paschal  and 
Walter  Breen  of  our  staff.  More  than  a mere  supplement  to  Early  American  Cents  (EAC) , 
this  is  actually  a second  edition  of  that  work,  greatly  revised  and  enlarged,  with  new 
plates  (to  accommodate  several  new  varieties  that  have  appeared,  to  illustrate  several 
important  die  break  states,  and  just  to  improve  the  general  quality  of  the  illustrations), 
new  tabular  keys  enabling  immediate  identification  of  varieties,  realistic  and  up-to-date 
basal  values,  and  data  (some  hitherto  unpublished)  of  interest  alike  to  collector  and 
dealer.  Through  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  Paschal  and  Eugene  Exman  of  Harper s,  we  have 
had  access  to  galley  proofs  of  this  outstanding  book.  The  information  in  the  following 
pages  derives  almost  entirely  from  "Penny  Whimsy,"  wherever  data  diverge  from  the 
Condition  Census,  rarity  or  basal  value  listings  in  EAC.  However,  some  few  of  the  coins 
from  one  of  our  English  customers  added  to  this  offering,  were  not  examined  until  after 
the  book  went  to  press,  and  in  a few  instances  these  have  entailed  small  changes  in 
Condition  Census  which  will  not  appear  in  "Penny  Whimsy."  We  should  explain  that 
among  the  innovations  in  the  new  reference  is  a complete  breakdown  of  the  Condition 
Census.  In  EAC,  Condition  Census  consisted  of  two  numbers  separated  by  a hyphen, 
thus  50-30,  indicating  that  the  finest  specimen  of  the  variety  then  known  to  Dr.  Sheldon 
was  AU-50,  and  that  the  next  five  best  averaged  VF-30.  In  "Penny  Whimsy"  that  figure 
would  be  broken  down  thus:  50-30  (50-40-40-35-20-15),  indicating  the  actual 
numerical  grades  of  the  six  best  now  known  to  the  authors.  This  has  provided  a number 
of  surprises.  The  Condition  Census  assumes  very  great  importance  now  in  computing  the 
value  of  a coin,  as  Dr.  Sheldon  has  devised  detailed  rules  for  adding  premiums  to  book 
values  (condition  times  basal  value)  of  Condition  Census  coins.  In  particular,  a finest 
known  is  now  worth  triple  book  value,  and  if  Mint  State  and  unequalled  by  any  other  of 
the  variety  it  is  worth  four  times  book  value;  a second  finest  is  worth  times  book 
value,  triple  book  value  if  Mint  State;  and  so  on.  Any  Condition  Census  cent  is  worth 
50%  over  book  value,  and  many  of  them  are  worth  more.  These  rules,  too  long  to  quote 
here  in  entirety,  are  the  basis  for  our  estimates  through  1814.  If  some  of  these  seem 
startlingly  high,  it  is  because  some  basal  values  have  been  raised;  we  are  certainly  not  so 
irresponsible  as  to  estimate  a $20.  coin  at  $100.,  in  the  hope  of  obtaining  $60.00. 

Estimates  on  the  Late  Dates  are  based  on  auction  and  private  sale  records  within 
the  past  five  years,  and  partly  on  the  new  Standard  Catalogue.  While  both  definitive 
data  and  rarity  ratings  are  not  as  well  stabilized  for  the  Late  Dates  as  for  the  earlier 
ones,  we  have  tried  to  make  our  descriptions  as  informative  and  accurate  as  possible. 
Our  next  public  sale  catalog  will  contain  the  cents,  1840-57,  left  out  of  this  offering 
because  of  space  limitations.

(1918,  lot  683,  at  $300.)  as  "probably  finest  known,"  H.  R.  New- 
comb (1945,  lot  1,  at  $380.),  where  described  as  "Unc.  Magnifi- 
cent sharp  impression  with  lustrous  original  surface"  and  "probably 
unexcelled."

S-2;  C.  1 -C.  R-4.  Wide  Date;  Chain,  AMERICA.  AU-55.  Mainly  lustrous  light 
and  dark  brown  with  traces  of  faded  mint  red.  Needle  sharp;  well  centered 
with  bold  borders.  The  absolute  prototype  of  a 55-coin.  Minute  planchet  de- 
fects as  on  the  1 -A,  but  far  fewer  in  number.  Rather  late  die  state.  This  coin 
has  what  Sheldon  calls  "hypnotic  fascination" — we  never  really  realized  what 
that  phrase  meant  until  we  began  to  catalog  the  piece!  Not  known  when  EAC 
appeared,  this  is  from  the  H.  W.  Taffs  collection,  originating  in  England.

Without  any  trace  of  wear,  but  a blunt,  flat  strike,  particularly 
evident  on  high  surfaces  of  hair,  chain  and  reverse  inscriptions.  We  grade  it 
55  and  not  60  solely  because  reverse,  though  with  plenty  of  mint  color,  shows 
less  "cartwheel"  than  obverse.  Absolutely  unblemished  by  circulation  or  other- 
wise. This  one  must  be  seen  to  be  believed;  no  photograph,  even  if  in  color, 
could  do  it  justice.

S-4;  C.  4-C.  R-4.  Chain;  Periods  after  date  and  LIBERTY.  A tragedy.  This  is  an 
AU-50  coin  which  has  had  some  injury,  possibly  a small  counterstamp,  re- 
moved from  right  obverse  field,  that  area  being  buffed  down  with  supreme 
skill.  Basically  a natural-appearing  dark  olive,  the  piece  has  considerable 
"cartwheel"  on  both  sides,  especially  on  reverse,  which  is  absolutely  untouched 
and  truly  choice.  Latest  die  state  known:  Heavy  forked  crack  behind  and  be- 
low curls,  one  branch  reaching  to  1 in  date;  crack  through  LIBERTY  and 
period  into  field.  From  the  Virgil  Brand  estate  at  a four  figure  price,  there 
incorrectly  labeled  "Unc."  and  "ex  Mills  1227"  (which  was  the  Zanoni, 
Cleneay,  Mills,  Earle,  Bement  MS-65);  where  Brand  got  it  is  unknown.

Date  weak,  but  re- 
verse almost  of  F-12  sharpness.  Dark  natural  steel-gray  patina,  slightly  rough. 
No  noticeable  nicks  or  scratches.  ($85.00)

One  of  the 
three  known  half-cents  of  1797  with  a gripped  edge  is  overstruck  on  a cut-down  misstruck 
cent.  Since  the  half-cent  in  question  is  perfectly  round,  the  planchet  was  cut  down  at  the 
Mint  and  the  edge  gripping  (sometimes  called  "crude  milling")  applied  at  the  time.  The 
plain-edge  coins  of  this  period  come  on  planchets  supplied  for  the  most  part  either  by 
William  Coltman  of  the  Governor  & Co.  of  Copper  Miners  or  by  Boulton  & Watt  of  the 
Soho  Mint,  near  Birmingham,  England.  The  "Nichols  Find"  coins,  S- 119,  123  and  135,  and 
some  examples  of  S-104,  118,  120a,  126,  138,  154,  157,  164,  and  others,  are  on  Boulton 
planchets.  The  Boulton  planchets  of  1800-1814  are  not  so  highly  polished  as  were  those  in 
the  1797  shipment  yielding  the  varieties  just  named.

Both 
obverse  and  reverse  show  traces,  more  obvious  near  wreath,  of  a 
superficial  and  safely  removable  granular  deposit.  A glass  discloses 
three  minute  obverse  rim  nicks  and  a small  pinpoint  scratch  on  neck, 
together  with  a couple  of  light  scrapes;  these  are  rendered  notice- 
able only  in  that  they  show  natural  light  orange  color  (underlying 
the  green  patina)  for  less  than  a square  mm.  of  surface.  Reverse 
with  minor  scrapes,  not  enough  to  disturb  the  color,  at  right  ribbon 
end.

The  only  other  recent  sale  of  a 1799  overdate  con- 
sidered by  consignor,  auctioneer  or  buyer  to  be  in  the  four  figure 
class  was  the  Judge  Moll — T.  James  Clarke  coin,  which  although 
tooled,  burnished  and  recolored  brought  $1,100.  Without  comment- 
ing on  this  or  the  other  reported  auction  records  for  this  variety,  we 
will  point  out  that  the  correct  book  value  for  a VF-35  as  calculated 
under  the  rules  given  in  "Penny  Whimsy"  is  $20  x 35  x 2Vi,  or 
$1,750.  In  the  strictest  sense  of  the  word,  that  is  what  the  present 
coin  (at  a minimum)  is  worth;  but  our  enthusiasm  may  perhaps  be 
looked  on  as  excusable,  or  even  justifiable,  when  we  suggest  that 
this  coin,  in  view  of  its  truly  extraordinary  sharpness,  certainly  un- 
equalled by  any  other  known  of  this  variety,  might  exceed  that  figure 
by  as  much  as  50%.
